Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment after final filed 2/12/2009 has been entered and claims 14-23 have been 
cancelled.

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 5-8, 25, 
32 and 33 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse (see reply filed 3/9/2005).

4. Claims 1-4, 9-13, 24, 26 and 27 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the cited art 
discloses an optical polarizer comprising an intermittent surface covering at least a portion of a 
substrate (claim 1) or an intermittent surface in at least low/high areas of a microstructure 
(claims 9, 13 and 24). The above limitations in combination with other claim limitations are not 
taught or fairly suggested by the prior art nor would it be obvious to modify the references of 
record so as to yield the polarizer of the instant application.
